Continuation of 2. NOTE: In regards to Applicant's arguments that the mower disclosed by Moore is meant for use only in a linear forward 
motion, it is Winslow who discloses the structure of the present invention for use as a lawnmower. Moore is used for alternative reasons. 
In regards to Applicant's arguments that a string trimmer is not the same as a mower, Winslow teaches that the operated tool may be 
used for tools *such as* a lawn mower. Applicant claims the Office has used hindsight reasoning in the rejection, however, the Winslow 
reference published 28 April 1936 discloses the structure of the instant invention even going as far to clearly disclose the use of the tool 
as a lawnmower .
